RUSSIAN REPORT. 

(ty Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PETROGRAD, Sept. 4, (2:55 
p.m.)—The Russians have brok- 
en across the Thenivka River, a 
western tributary of the Zlota 
Lipa, and seized a position of 
the Austro-German troops, the 
war office announcement, today 
says. They took 2,721 prisoners 
and six machine guns. 

The Russians’ victory , was 
won in the neighborhood of 
Brzezany, fifty miles southeast 
of Lemberg. A gas attack near 
Baranovichi was repulsed. In 
the vicinity of Vladimir-Volyn- 
ski, in Volhynia, fierce battles 
are in progress near Sheltuvov 
and Korytniza. Heavy engage- 
ments also are under way along 
the upper Sereth, 

The Russian forces in the Car- 
pathians, the announcement 
says, have eaptured a whole ser- 
ies of mountain heights and are 
advancing to the Hungarian 
frontier, 5 

Between Thursday and Sun- 
day the troops of the Russian 
commander, General Brussiloff, 
captured over 100 guns, 385 of- 
ficers and 19,020 men.

OF OCEAN RATES 


This is Urged by Judge Remsberg 
of Seattle Harbor Com- 
mission 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

VANCOUVER, Sept. 4-—Why should 
ocean freight rates be allowed to soar 
as they have done when railway trans- 
portation charges are not permitted 
to? Why should not steamship rates 
be under government control as land 
charges are? 

This question was asked by Judge 
Remsberg, of the Seattle harbor com- 
mission, at this afternoon's session of 
the conference of Vacifie port au- 
thorities, which opened here today, 
and the discussion of it was adjourn- 
ed till tomorrow morning's session. 
The problem was suggested by a paper 
on “the effeet of the European war on 
American shipping,” by Clarence H. 
Matson, secretary and traffic manag- 
er of the board of harbor commission- 
ers of Los Ar les. A warm diseus- 
sion is prom d tomorrow morning 
when Capt, Robert Dellar, of the Ro- 
bert Dellar company, will be present 
to present the side of the ship owners 
on the question. 

The conference opened at the board 
of trade rooms this morning with F, 
lL. Carter-Cotton, president of the 
conference, and chairman of the local 
harbor board, in the chair, 

Mayor McBeath gave an address of 
welcome, After the discussion of Mr. 
Matson's paper, read by one of his 
colleagues in his absence, a paper on 
“Portland and its canal approach,” by

Criticises the Testimony Of 
Crown's Star Witness 
Horwood

WINNIPEG, Sept. 4.—At eleven 
o'clock ton t the jury which is try- 
ing Sir Rodmond Roblin, George R. 
Coldwell and James H. Howden, re- 
tired to consider the evidence and to 
endeavor to arrive at a verdict. Ten 
minutes later the court was formally 
adjourned until tomorrow morning at 
10:30, before which hour no verdict 
can be received, 

Mr. Justice Prendergast charged the 
jury for two hours and a half. He 
reviewed the evidence briefly, pointed 
out some details of the charges which 
should be disregarded, and explained 
the laws of conspiracy. 

Least Evidence Against Roblin, 

“It is an obvious fact,’ stated his 
lordship, “that there is not all the 
evidence against Sir Rodmond Roblin 
as against the other accused, and 
there is not the evidence against Mr. 
Howden as against Mr, Coldwell, Hor- 
wood's evidence as against Sir Rod- 
mond, taken at is face value, is very 
meagre,” 

His lordship pointed out the import- 
ance of the case, He did not think tt 
was seriously contested that vast sums 
had been “sunk or lost’ in the con- 
struction of the parliament buildings, 
This was a glaring fact. 

On a few facts, continued his lord- 
ship, there was no evidence at all or 
what there was, was favorable to the 
accused, He had already ruled out 
evidence of defective workmanship, 
The accused should not be charged, 
he said, with the change in design 
from piles to caissons, and from re- 
inforeed concrete to steel. He held 
that the time allowed for original ten- 
ders was sufficient, and that the ac- 
cused were justified in asking for ten- 
ders on the original specifications 
though some changes had been decid- 
ed upon, He held that there was “no 
evil design” in the omission of prime 
costs fvom the specifications, and that 
the change from rubble stone to brick 
for foundation walls was proper. The 
jurors, he said, were not to consider 
these matters at all. They were, how- 
ever, to enquire into the letting of 
tenders, the construction of the cals- 
sons, the steel contracts and the Salt 
charges 

Criticizes Horwood's Evidence, 

There was no doubt, declared Judge 
Prendergast, that the witness Horwood 
had perjured himself, even if from a 
mistaken sense of loyalty to the minis- 


ters In matters of the greatest im- 
port there was, he said, a “want of 
definiteness” in THlorwood's evidence, 


and he pointed out that it was unsafe 
to accept the evidence of an aceom- 
plice unless corroborated. It was for 
| the jury to judge of the corroboration 
of Horwood's story in the evidence 
presented to them. His lordship re- 
minded the jury that the accused were 
entitled to the benefit of any reason- 
able doubt,

FIERCE FIGHT 
IS CENTERING 
AT FALFEMONT 


Artillery Useless and Men 
Fight With Cold 


Steel 


EYE-WITNESS TELLS 
OF MONDAY’S BATTLE 


Describes Bloody Combat at 
Junction Of Two 
Armies 


(By Morning Bulletin Lessed Wire) 

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, Sept. 4.—A wonderful speo- 
tacle of war was visible today from 
a high point near the junction of the 


French and British armies. To the 
north lay a dark patch, the ruins of 
Guillemont, fringed by a wavelike 


earthy line of old second line German 
trenches facing Trones wood across 2 
space of ten city blocks which is vein- 
ed like a frog's foot with trenches ard 
runaways the British had dug. 

For six weeks the British burrowed 
against the Germans over this shell 
ruptured, bullet riddled field. Yester- 
day was a day of successtul British 
effort to break through this German 
Lulwark. The British artillery had 
not destroyed all of the deep dugouts 
Lut the curtain of intensified shell fire 
hept the machine gunners down and 
cut of those dugouts after half an 
hour's work the British ‘nfantry turn- 
cd out some six hundred prisoners, 

British Firmly Established, 

A little further beyond Guillemont 
more than three times the distance 
from second base to the home plate is 
a sunken road, at the north end of 
which is another patch—the ruins of 
Ginchy—where the fighting between 
Britons and Germans surges back ard 
forth between barricades and cellars 
and any kind of cover the men can 
throw up. The British ‘seem to be 
irmly established in the sunken roa:. 
All night, they were digging themselves 


into holes there. This was just as 
much their objective as second base 
is for a baseball player who has ju‘ 


made a two-base hit. If they tried to 
eo further because the going was easy 
they might be put out. That happern- 
ed yesterday in some points of the at- 
lack, as it sometimes does, thanks tv 
over-eagerness. At the southern end 
of the sunken road is a finger point 
of the green wedge wood and below 
this lay Falfemont farm, where the 
L-ritish attack stopped yesterday. 
‘tere the Prussian Guard left their 
trenches in a chrrge to meet the Brit- 
ith attack haif way. Thus they came 
—- bayonet to bayonet. 


Fought With Cold Steel. 

The artillery could send no shel's, 
the guns no bullets for fear of hitting 
their own men. All the machines of 
war with their missiles which kill men 
ot long range formed a ring around 
these combatants, who fought virtually 
tc extinetion with cold steel. Around 
Falfemont farm the picture was in- 
timate yet incomprehensible to ob- 
servers in its ebb and flow of attack 
‘ihe cuntrast between Frussian and 
British methods stood out as in a pap- 
orama. The British charge, moving 
up with each unit seeming to act for 
itself and yet keeping its formaticen 
and then the German counter attack 
in a regular wave followed by another 
wipping with the undulations of the: 
fround, Figures in the first wave be- 
fan to drop as the British 
started to rattle, and yet the 
wave came on in a way that 
Itritish officer, with \ 
sportsmanship, exclaim * Magnificent. vs 
The second melted on the grounl 
where the first wave had disappeared. 
but the results were confused, An 
cbserver could only tell that charjes 
were met by counter charges, while
